DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-9, filed 10/06/2009, with respect to rejection 
of the claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the 
claims has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-10 and 12-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 9, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, 
does not disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including, a plurality of 
cylindrical low-pressure mercury UV emitters that are arranged in groups in the single 
flow channel, wherein longitudinal axes of the UV emitters are disposed substantially 
parallel to one another and transverse to the flow of fluid in the single flow channel such 
that the UV emitters of a given group are disposed in a plane and the direction of the 
flow of fluid in the single flow channel is entirely transverse to the UV emitters and at 
least one elongated sensor arrangement also arranged in the single flow channel and 
adapted to monitor an operating state of the UV emitters, wherein the at least one 
elongated sensor arrangement is spaced from and parallel to one of the groups of the 
UV emitters, wherein the at least one elongated sensor arrangement extends 
substantially transverse to the longitudinal axes of the UV emitters of the adjacent 
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group, and wherein at least one elongated sensor arrangement is provided with a 
separate UV sensor for each UV emitter of that group.
